Pointers for Class of 2005 


I'd like to welcome the class of 2005 to Lancerland. Now that you’re here, there are some things I think you should know. Being the seasoned upperclassman 
I am, I believe that I have the credibility to give you the expected “freshman year advice.” 

My advice falls into three categories: academic, social, and sexual. I choose this order because I feel, as aspects of college life, that is their order of 
importance. Some may disagree, moving the last topic to the front. But they’re not writing this column. 

Though most college brochures focus on education and the professional benefits of receiving a degree, the rewards of college are much larger than classroom 
education. In two years of college, I’ve learned more about life and love than ‘in all the previous years combined. As for academics-it’s true that you forget 75 percent 
of what you supposedly learned in high school. The classes you will take during the next four years really matter. Mostly. 

Don’t be discouraged by your first semester. You’ll have more control over your class schedule after you make it through these first few months. 
Prerequisites can be a pain, but they’re necessary for the real good stuff that follows them. And intro courses aren’t all nuisances. Intro to Urban Studies with Tuck 
Amory was the best class I’ve ever taken. I added Urban Studies as a second major because of it. 

Ahh, the dreaded major. Whether you’ve come to Worcester State as a declared major or not, there’s an overwhelming chance that you’!l change your mind a 
few times before you graduate. This isn’t a bad thing. How are you supposed to know what you want to do with the rest of your life at the age of 18? Get a feel for the 
different departments, and don’t rush into anything. Worcester State’s required foundation courses can keep you busy for two 
years-without even taking a single course for your major. } — Theoretically, you can push your major aside until your junior 
year. 

But don’t push too much aside. A large percentage of Worcester State students fail to graduate at the end of four years 
because they procrastinate. You’re in college now. Your advisor | = | = isn’t going to be on your back to remind you which classes you 
must take to graduate. This responsibility falls mostly on your COMMENTARY shoulders. Save the sheet listing the groups of foundation courses 
that was given to you at registration. It’1] come in handy. You’ll be able to fill in the courses you take as you go along, and it will be 
clear which classes are left. 

Pay attention to your syllabi. Professors won’t necessarily remind you when assignments are due. It will be tempting to push those nightly reading 
assignments aside knowing that an exam may be weeks, even months, away. But the end of the semester will creep up faster than you think. 

When choosing classes, remember that the professor is just as, if not more, important than the material that will be covered. Older students will be more than 
willing to tell you their experiences with the professors whose classes they’ve taken. Ask around. A class that sounds boring on paper can be fascinating with the right 
instructor. Similarly, a fun-sounding course can be hell with the wrong one. ; 

That’s my academic advice. In short: procrastinate, but not too much, don’t sweat the little stuff you’ ll need to endure in order to move on to bigger and 
better things, don’t expect anyone to lead you by the hand, and pick your-professors as carefully as you choose your courses. 

Less than a quarter of Worcester State students live on-campus. This doesn’t completely eliminate the opportunity for an on-campus social life, but it plays a 
major part. For most of you, concerns about having a social life probably didn’t factor into your 
decision to attend Worcester State. You know the area, and you know what is available to you. Meeting some residents that throw parties at Chandler Village is an 
added bonus rather than a reason for attending the school. 

The best thing you can do to feel like a part of the Worcester State community is to join a club or organization. You have the Worcester State freshman 
packets; you know what we offer. I don’t want to sound like too much of an advertisement for the college, but in all sincerity, Worcester State probably has a club to 
fit your personal needs and interests. Being involved with The Student Voice has been one of the most rewarding aspects of my time spent at Worcester State. (We’re 
on the third floor of the Student center-hint hint.) 

Some of your most lasting friendships will be made in college, though your first dealings with your classmates may seem somewhat superficial. Freshman 
year can be an awkward year, with most people hiding behind blankets of insecurity. Once everyone gets a feel for their school and their surroundings, they’ll come 
out of their shells. Finding your place in a social circle may take awhile. Be patient. 

Be yourself. If you put on an act, it gets tiring and old. And as cliché as it may sound, people will like you better for it. Most people see right through fakers. 

Word gets around at Worcester State. Whatever you do, keep in mind that the whole campus may know about it an hour later. One of those old, wise 
Chinese guys once said “the reputation of 1,000 years may be determined by the conduct of one hour.” While you will probably be long forgotten after 1,000 years, 
four years of being the subject of a nasty rumor is enough to ruin your enjoyment of college.

Worcester State begins another year 
of athletic endeavor this fall. And if last year’s 
performances are indicative of a new era in 
Lancer sports, then the WSC community is in 
for a treat. 

For the first time since its inception, 
the Worcester Cup, awarded by the T&G to 
the area school with the best overall record for 
all sports, was won by Worcester State. The 
Lancers posted an overall record of 138-122- 
4, a .530 winning percentage. 

The fall sports set the tone for last 
year’s achievement. Women’s soccer finished 
at 11-3-3, while men’s soccer came in at 15-5. 
Behind the arm of Cean Oksanish, Lancer’s 
football compiled a 7-2 record. Field hockey 
finished 9-10. 

In the winter, both men’s and 
women’s basketball missed .500 seasons by a 
single win, ending at 13-14 and 12-13 
respectively. Unfortunately for this coming 
season, the teams lost Mario Horton and Sacha 
Ashton, two of the best players to ever grace 
the Lancer court. As for the hockey team, it 
went 12-12-1 under John Guiney, and 
volleyball struggled to 9-20. 

The spring season saw the baseball 
team have one of its beat seasons in recent 
years, ending at 29-12. The softball team 
posted 11-18. Men’s tennis had an excellent 
season, 8-4, while women’s tennis finished at 
2-9. 

This year promises to be even better 
than last, so keep your eyes open. The Student 
Voice will be bringing scores and highlights, 
as the Lancers defend the Worcester Cup.
